Claims 4-7, 12 stand withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply 
filed on 6. 

Claims 1-3, 8, 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Saur et al Ca 2178655. 

The rejection of record is maintained. The declaration does nothing to change 
the compositions-they are shown by Saur, although evidently not prepared identically. 
The declaration did not address the full range of Saur's heat application-1 10°C (p.7, 
lines 26-31). 

Claims 9, 16, 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The rejection of record is maintained on claim 9, and thus dependent claims. 

Claim 9 reads "-optionally additive in a fluidized bed- It is unclear if the fluidized 
bed is optional, and if the micropores are optional. 

Applicant's arguments filed 4/27/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicants arguments of low heat in the closest prior art, and improved 
efficacy as applied to wax polymer, per declaration, are crowning but problems persist

wax coating. However, the obviousness rejection is overcome.
